No public announce­ 
ment of his condition was made, 
however, due to the family’s de­ 
sire to be spared any added bur­ 
den. 
In an attempt to regain his 
robust health. White entered the 
Mayo clinic at Rochester, Minn., 
last October and submitted to a 
major operation. 
Confined To Home. 
A month later he returned to 
Emporia but was unable to re­ 
sume his u.sual duties. He has been 
confined to his home most of the 
time since. Mrs. White, the editor's 
close associate in the operation of 
the Gazette for nearly a half cen­ 
tury, has been constantly with 
him during his illness. 
Although 
his 
condition 
was 
weaker last .night, the family was 
not alarmed and his death at 4:15 
a. m. (CWT), was unex pected. 
The editor’s only son, W. L. White, 
himself a noted author, made the 
announcement of White’s death. 
Suffered Flu Atta ck. 
White’s last editorial for the 
Gazette was published Jan. 12. It 
was written months earlier, a 
short time before he entered the 
Mayo clinic. It was titled ‘The 
New Baby’’ and concerned a new 
linotype obtained for the Gazette 
plant. 
The elder White’s illness began 
with an attack of influenza nearly 
a year ago when he was in New 
York, He returned to Emporia 
and continued his work, however, 
but went to Colorado for the sum­ 
mer. It was shortly after his re­ 
turn that he decided to undergo 
the operation in an attem pt to 
recover his health. 
Boug ht Ga zette for $3,000. 
White, who bought the Gazette 
in 189 5 with $3,000 he borrowed, 
was the friend and counselor of 
presidents and governors.

tis—where bacteria invades the 


heart, or against tuberculosis and 
arthritis; and it is considered to 
be of minor importance in the 
treatm ent of virus diseases. The 
drug has 
worked 
dramatically, 
however, 
in 
curing 
pneumonia 
which resisted sulfa drugs and 
holds promise as a weapon against 
boils, carbuncles, and has been 
used in suppressing infection of 
the mastoid cavity. Medical au­ 
thorities believe it will be a great 
aid in treating one of the most 
dreaded soldier killer—gas gan­ 
grene. Produced in limited quan­ 
tity now, and confined to distribu­ 
tion within the 
armed 
forces, 
penicillin is ex pected to be made 
available to the general public 
after the war.

OMAHA. J an. 29— (A P )—Gov. 
Leâ ter C. Hunt of Wyoming sug­ 
gested today in a speech here 
that the 
president confer with 
governors of the states over peace 
terms. 
Speaking 
before 
the 
Omaha 
chamber of commerce, the Wyo­ 
ming governor said he thought 
the main cause of this war was 
failure of the league of nations 
which he blamed on the rule re­ 
t ir in g approval of two-thirds of 
the United States senate to ratify 
peace treaties. 
Makes Suggeationa. 
“ I should like to suggest,” Hunt 
said, “ that the senate, in its de­ 
liberations, call in members of 
the lower house of congress who 
are, by virtue of numbers and 
distribution, closer to their peo­ 
ple than are the United States sen­ 
ators, and I should like to sug­ 
gest that the president of the 
United States call in and confer 
with the chief ex ecutives of each 
of the 48 states, who are closer, 
I believe, to their people than 
either the senators or congress­ 
men. 
The Wyoming chief ex ecutive, 
a democrat, asserted that his state 
“ has been and is today the Santa 
Claus of the western states” and 
that “ we have been unmercifully 
ex ploited by eastern interests.” 
Cites Water Suit. 
Hunt suggested that hereafter 
such matters as the Wyoming- 
Nebraska-Colorado suit over wa­ 
ters of the North Platte river be 
settled by compromise and agree­ 
ment. 
The suit, he predicted, “ bids 
fair to go on and on for as long 
as the water runs in the river,” 
and continued: 
“ Eleven years of courting—of 
the 
wrong 
kind—between 
Ne­ 
braska and Wyoming has not in­ 
creased the water in tite North 
Platte one single drop, but has 
cost 
the 
states 
thousands 
and 
thousands 
of 
dollars, 
and 
has 
created ill will among users of 
the water. 
“ The nex t time such matters 
should be handled by business­ 
men who can sit down around 
a conference table and arrive at 
an agreement. 
“ Water is our white blood, our 
life line, and the waters of the

Platte, 
flowing 
for 
250 
miles through my state, directly 
affect the lives of 50.000 of my 
people—and 
on 
no 
issue 
w ill 
farmers take such decided statuis 
as 
they 
do 
on water 
contro- 
versies.

There is a higher justice in these matters than 
can be written in international codes. 
There is a

And that is the way they 
should be treated. 
We cannot well meet atrocity 
with atrocity in the treatment of J apanese prison­ 
ers in this country, and still claim any pretense of 
civ ilized existence, but we can blast and blister 
the J apanese mainland when the time is ripe, and 
we can bring home to the J apanese the horror of 
that cult to which they giv e v oice in their relation­ 
ship to others. 
We can strip them bare of the 
means ev er again of making war, and this we 
should do.

Announcement that British and 
American av iation engineers hav e 
successfully dev eloped a rocket or 
jet-propelled type of airplane has 
stirred up immense interest. That 
interest is entirely justified. This 
is one of the most important tech­ 
nological adv ances made in this 
war. It is not only likely to hav e 
telling 
effects 
on 
the 
further 
course of the conflict but will in­ 
fluence deeply the whole future of 
flying. 
Rocket propulsion, of course, is 
not a new thing; the basic idea is 
centuries old. As applied to aerial 
warfare, it was employed on a 
crude basis ev en in World War I. 
The Italians made public an ex­ 
perimental flight of a propeller- 
less jet-type plane sev eral years 
ago. Long before that, automobiles 
were driv en by rocket engines and 
special 
r o c k e t s 
for 
making 
meteorological soundings in the 
substratosphere were in use. 
Rockets Old Idea. 
Russia’s 
anti - aircraft 
rocket 
(sprung as a surprise on the Ger­

Ulti­ 
mately it means a rev olution in

tion of gases within the engine. 
Reactiv e Motors. 
Rocket and jet propulsion be­ 
long in the same group of reactiv e 
motors, in that they both obtain 
their forward thrust by expelling 
gases under geat pressure through 
jets. But there are extensiv e dif­ 
ferences. 
The rocket engine carries its 
own oxygen. 
This, as well as 
hydrogen and some inert gases, is 
pre-compressed in some instances 
in liquid form. As these gases are 
ignited, they expland and escape 
through the jet, pushing the rocket 
in the opposite direction. Contrary 
to the popular belief, the rocket 
engine does not work in spurts or 
a series of explosions but pro­ 
v ides a continuous smooth flow of 
power. 
Since it is not dependent on 
the outside air, such a rocket en­ 
gine is self-contained and, there­ 
fore, can function beyond our at­ 
mosphere. Theoretically, this is 
the kind of motor power that can 
take us ev en beyond the grav ita­ 
tion of 
the 
earth 
into 
inter­ 
planetary 
space. 
Mechanically 
the problem is already solv ed. 
The rocket, howev er, is extreme­ 
ly extrav agant on fuel consump­ 
tion, 
so 
that 
it 
remains 
for 
thermo-chemistry to giv e us new 
fuels for sustained flight. After 
all, no one wants to go beyond 
the grav itation of the earth and 
not hav e enough fuel to get back. 
Uses Air’s Oxygen. 
The jet propulsion engine 
of 
the type just announced does not 
carry its own oxygen but uses the 
oxygen contained in the air. The 
conv entional gasoline engine or 
gas turbine, instead of turning an 
airplane 
propellor, 
operates 
a 
mechanism which compresses the 
air. This is mixed with atomized 
fuels such as gasoline, kerosene, 
alcohol, or some other fuels of the 
hydro-carbon family, rich in hy­ 
drogen. From that point forward 
the operation is the same as in 
the rocket engine! that is to say, 
the gas is released, ignited, and 
its 
expansion 
and 
emission 
through 
the jet 
prov ides 
the 
power. 
At the present stage jet pro­ 
pulsion is more practical because 
it eliminates the need for carry­ 
ing the heav y compressed oxygen, 
thus enabling flights of longer 
duration. 
The dev elopment or the jet 
i 


engine was made possible by a 
number of recent scientific v ic­ 
tories. 
One was the dev elopment 
of new alloys able to withstand 
extreme heat. The gases in com­ 
bustion produce temperatures of 
1,500 degree and ov er, and it is 
only in recent years that materials 
to resist such temperatures hav e 
been produced. 
It is interesting to note the re­ 
finement 
of 
the 
turbo-super- 
charger for planes like the P-47, 
or Thunderbolt, and the adv ances 
that hav e been made in gas tur­ 
bines hav e contributed materially 
to the dev elopment of such alloys 
and therefore hav e helped solv e 
the jet propulsion problem.

Normally, 
new weapons are kept absolutely 
secret until thrown into actual 
combat and a sample captured by 
the enemy, in order to get the 
maximum v alue out of the sur­ 
prise element.

long after it was in production 
and ev en today its essential fea­ 
tures hav e not been rev ealed.

One consideration was doubt­ 
less the need to giv e allied morale 
a shot in the arm insofar as new 
weapons are concerned. With the 
Germans constantly springing on 
us such 
new dev elopments 
as

torpedoes 
and 
trailing 
bombs, and boasting of more and 
deadlier .secret weapons to come, 
our own leaders probably felt it 
desirable to prov e that our side, 
too, is not asleep at the switch 
of scientific progress. 
The other and more v ital con­ 
sideration was to deliv er an ad­ 
ditional blow to German morale, 
already undermined by intense 
air bombing. 
In brandishing a 
new weapon at the very time we 
are making elaborate

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 29— (A P) 
—A story of stuciied cruelty in­ 
flicted by Japanese upon A m eri­ 
can fighting men after the fall of 
B ataan was related here last night 
by a pale young arm y air forces 
captain who escaped after experi­ 
encing m ore than a y ear in the 
successive 
hells 
of 
Nipponese 
prison cam ps in the Philippines. 
Capt. Sam uel C. Grashio, 25, of 
Spokane, Wash., talked for three 
hours at an arm y -sponsored press 
conference. 
The details w ere so 
harrow ing that several women, in ­ 
cluding Mrs. W illiam Dyess, widow 
of his com m anding officer in the 
Philippines, w ere ushered from 
the room. 
The slender captain stood on a 
chair and traced on a map the 
route over which he said he and 
the others w ere beaten, starved 
and clubbed until they w ound up 
in the Davao penal colony on 
M indanao. 
Tears Come to Eyes 
“There was a little AAF boy 
lying out there,” said the cap­ 
tain. 
Tears cam e to his eyes and 
he looked into space. 
A short 
recess was called and then he 
continued: 
“He was lying naked out by a 
garbage pit. 
He was nothing but 
skin and bones. 
He was alm ost 
gone 
from 
chronic 
dy sentery . 
The blow flies w ere literally e a t­ 
ing him alive. 
“I asked if I could do any ­ 
thing and he . . . he showed he 
still had his A m erican decency 
and pride, even if we w ere exist­ 
ing like the low est anim als by 
then. 
He said he wanted me to 
take him aw ay som ew here so the 
other boys w ouldn’t see him dying 
like a rat,” 
Constant Beatings 
The captain told of the “M arch 
of D eath,” to which the w ar ancl 
navy departm ents referred in re­ 
leasing the story of Jap atrocities: 
“N ineteen 
kilom eters 
beyond 
our defense lines, as we plodded 
along w ithout food or w ater un­ 
der gruelling sun and under al­ 
most constant beatings with fists 
and rifle butts, we came upon 
hundreds of bodies of Am ericans 
and Filipinos. 
“They had been shot or bay ­ 
oneted. 
That far from 
w here 
the fighting had taken place, the 
poor fellows could only have been 
m urdered in cold blood. 
No Water Or Food 
“Dysentery started the second 
night. 
We still had no w ater 
or food. 
There w ere few er of us 
on our feet as tim e w ent on, but 
we got nothing. 
W hen w e’d stag­ 
ger along past a w ater buffalo 
wallo 7 and men would try to 
scoop up a handful of the filthy, 
m uddy 
w ater, 
the Japs 
would 
club U s back into line w ith their 
rifle butts.
